COUGARVILLE’S  bleak  title 
hopes  officially  ended  at  the 
half  way  mark  of  Saturday’s 
sellout  before  10,656  hopefuls 
and  “guests”  from  Logan.

Holman  connected  with  his  sec- 
ond key  jumper  to  push  the 
Ags  ahead  53-46  after  the  Brig- 
hams had  fought  back  to  tie  the 
game  38-38  after  five  minutes.
